WASHINGTON, April 25.— 
Guglielmo, Marconi, inventor of 
the wireless and chairman of the 
Marconi Company, limited, today 
told the Senate Committee inves- 
tigating the Titanic disaster that 
he authorized the wireless oper- 
ators of the Carpathia and Ti- 
tanie to sell the stories of the 


catastrophe for publication. 
Mr. Marconi explained that 
consent for the sale of these stories he 
had not attempted in any way to sup- 
press general information of the wreck. 


He denied knowledge of wireless mes- 
sages to the Carpathia operators, tell- 
ing them to “keep your mouth shut’ 
and “hold out for four figures.” 

These messages, one of them signed 
‘‘Marconi,’’ were picked up by the 
United States battleship Florida the 
night the Carpathia was coming in and 
forwarded to the Secretary of the Navy. 
Mr. Marconi declared he never author- 
ized these messages, but did consent 
that the operators could receive money.

FORGOTTEN BABY IS 
UNINJURED IN BLAZE 


Senator Simth said to Mr. Marcont: 

“I would like to have your ow pest 
judgment as to whether the custom es- 
tablished by Opérator Binns in the Re-

with your failure to get this informa- 
tion and deprived the public of the de- 
tails of this horror?’ 

Mr. Marconi said he did not think so 
and repeatedly insisted he had not at- 
tempted to suppress any details of the 
horror. 

Marconi Acts as Consultant. 

Senator Smith asked Marconi what he 
had to do with the wireless apparatus, 
ashore and afloat, and whether he 
selected the operators. 

“T am consulted as to the installation 
of apparatus,’’ he said. “I do not dic- 
tate the style of apparatus but I am 
on call to advise. I travel around the 
world a good bit on just this work.” 

Operators Get $4 to $12 a Week. 

“Unless an operator sits constantly 
with his receiver on his head,’’ Senator 
Smith asked, “he would not get a sig- 
nal?’’ 

“That is correct,’’ replied Mr. Marconi. 

Asked as to the pay of wireless oper- 
ators, Mr. Marconi said that in England 
the pay ranged from $4 to $12 a week 
with board and lodging. 

“It is easy to get operators at those 
wages,” he said, “‘because the sea is 
attractive to young men.”’ 

The wages in America, Mr. 
said, were slightly higher.

Robert Forrester, a broker, with 
fices in the Central Nationa] 
Building, has filed suit against Mrs. 
Fannie Dubois of Oklahoma City for 
$2500, which, he alleges, is the amount 
he lost when Mrs. Dubois refused to de- 
liver to him &% shares of Marconi wire- 
less telegraph stock, as he says she had 
agreed. The suit is an indirect outcome 
of the disaster to the liner Titanic. 

Forrester charges that Mrs. Dubois, 
two weeks ago, agreed to sell him 24 
shares of the stock for $2000, or $83.33°1-3 
a share. The stock was to have been 
cGelivered to him Monday by the Central 
National Bank, he says. 

But when he called for it, ready to 
pay the price agreed on, Forrester says. 
he found Mrs. Dubois had wired the 
bank to hold the stock. It had risen 
more than $100 a share in value because 
of the extensive use of the wireless in 
the Titanic disaster, and through fail- 
ing to obtain it, Forrester contends, he 
lost a profit of $2500. The stock, For- 
rester says, is now selling for $187.00 a 
share.

UF TERRORS IN A 
MEXICAN HOLDUP 


Bandits Tried to Wreck Train, 
Then Killed Conductor and 
Beat Women. 


By Associated Press. 

LAREDO, Tex., April 25.—Peter Mo 
Farland, an American locomotive engi- 
neer, whose train was held up in Mex- 
ico April 11, between Silao and Guana- 
juato, was among today’s arrivals of 
refugees from the Southern republic. Mc- 
Farland described the holdup, saying: 

“Ahead of my train a rail had been 
removed. When I Stopped the engine 
the train was immediately surrounded 
by a horde of peons, who proceeded to 
rob the conductor, Kane. When he ob- 
jected they shot and killed him. Next 
they robbed me, beating me terribly 
about the body with machetes. One ter- 
rific blow was struck on my forehead, 
but a heavy felt hat saved me. They 
even wanted to rob me of my shoes, but 
I. cajoled them into letting me keep 
them. 

“Next they attacked the passengers, 
robbing and beating men and women 
indiscriminately. The place where the 
holdup occurred is on 7 per cent grade. 
Had the train been running at high 
speed many of the passengers doubtless 
would have been killed in the wreck 
which the missing rail surely would 
have caused.

ON SHIP INQUIRY

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ings of the Senate Committee have done 
@ good deal to hasten inquiry, even in 
this country. That good effect has, 
however, been produced once for all, 
and no prolongation of the American in- 
quiry can do any further good in that 
direction. 

“We accordingly are free to consider 
the further question of whether the in- 
quiry now going on is of a kind best 
calculated to attain what surely ought 
to be the main object, namely, such 
knowledge of the proximate and imme- 
diate causes of the disaster as will en- 
able all nations to apply thorough-going 
remedies. It must frankly be said that 
the sober opinion in this country an- 
sewers this question in the negative. 

“For the questions put have betrayed 
really remarkable ignorance of every- 
thing pertaining to nautical affairs. 
That ignorance of elementary facts in 
this case does not lead one to antici- 
pate any very remarkable comprehen- 
sion of the difficult questions connected 
with the general policy of navigation 
which this disaster has brought into 
prominence. 

“No one would deny that the interest 
of Americans in Atlantic traveling is 
equal to our own, and that their anx- 
iety to get the earliest information 
about the general facts is perfectly 
legitimate. But that field is about ex- 
hausted, as far, at any rate, as the 
present mode of inquiry is concerned, 
and the House of Commons shows a 
quite natural objection when the in- 
quiry tends to go beyond general facts 
and enter upon a sphere in which the 
British Legislature ought to be _ su- 
preme.”’

TROLL GETS COURTEOUS

Nearly all lid clubs down town closed 
their doors before 3 a. m., Thursday,

After about an hour Troll emereged, 
and finding the patrolmen still on duty, 
he chatted with them a short time, and 
then, with a final, “Well, good-night, 
boys,” got into his automobile and 
drove off. Half an hour later the 
Broadway Club closed, and its at- 
taches went next door to Troll’s other 
club, the Pinafore, 915 Locust street, to 
keep the force there from getting lone- 
some, the police say. 

The change in the attitude of Troll 
toward the policemen whom he found 
at his club, surprised the officers. 
When he arrived at the Broadway Club 
Wednesday morning Troll found Sersgt. 
Matthews trying to get in. Troll told 
Matthews the Board,of Directors, by 
the advice of counse ach had decided to 
exclude policemen from the club. Mat- 
thews insisted he was there on police 
duty, but Troll, fn an authoritative 
tone, told him he was just wasting his 
time. 

Little Business, Say Police. 

The police say that not more than $49 
worth .af business was done by the 
downtown clubs Thursday mofning in 
consequence of the new tactics pursued 
by the department. The patrolimen, 
when they are kept out of a club, now 
stand in front of the door and watch 
closely who comes.in.aihd goes gut.

Postal Savings System Believed 


to Be the Cause. 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—Substan- 
tial falling off in the amount of money 
sent abroad, attributable, it is claimed, 
to the establishment of the postal sav- 
ings system in this country and great 
expansion of the money order service 
are shown by the quarterly financial 
statement submitted to the Treasury 
and Postoffice Departments by Auditor 
Kram of the Postoffice Department.

Seven Thousand Jews Made 
Homeless by Massacre Flee 
to the Zoo in Fez. 








ROARS FILL THE GARDENS 


Women Tied Arms and Feet of 
Col. Lory and Slowly 
Stabbed Him to Death. 





By Associated Press. 
FEZ, Morocco, April 22 (Delayed in 
Transmission).—The Jewish quarter of 


Fez presents a lamentable spectacle as 
a result of the recent pillaging and loot- 
ing by the revolting populace and mu- 
tinous Moorish soldiers. 

Of the 12,000 Jewish residents of the 
capital no fewer than 7000 have been 
left homeless by fire, and these have 
now taken refuge, naked and hungry, 
in the gardens of the Sultan’s palace. 

Hundreds of emaciated human be- 
ings are huddled together there in 
empty cages of the Sultan’s menag- 
erie, and these are surrounded by 
cages containing wild beasts, which, 
maddened by the sight of human flesh 
fill the gardens with their roars. 

One of the assassins of Col. Lory con- 
fessed that the Moorish women were 
the ringleaders in his murder. They 
tied his arms and feet and then slowly 
stabbed him to death with poignards. 

The mob sacked and burned at its 
leisure, destroying everything that came 
in its way. The synagogues were 
wrecked and the sacred books and 
parchments torn and burned. 

Objects too heavy to be carried off, 
like beds and furniture, were hacked 
to pieces and then piled in the streets 
and set on fire. 

Here and there in the streets are to 
be seen the bodies of persons who were 
struck down while trying to escape from 
the frenzied Moors. 

At the French, British 
consulates bread is being 
the starving refugees. 

The bodies of the French officers, 
a number of wham were killed in the 
recent fighting, l’ave not yet been all 
found, but those recovered show the 
soldiers suffered terrible torture. 

Many arrests of Moorish soldiers and 
citizens of Fez have been madé. The 
rrisoners will all be tried by court- 
martial and subjected to military law. 


PROF. R. S. POPPEN, 
COMPOSER, IS DEAD 


He Was an Instructor at Strass- 
burger Conservatory and 
Had Written Operas. 


Prof. Richard S. Poppen, 71 years old, 
an instructor in the Strassburger Con- 
servatory, and a composer, died Thurs- 
day at the home of Miss L. Baker, 3726 
Delmar boulevard, where he lived. Prof. 
Foppen was the composer of an opera, 
“Althea,’’ which was produced several 
years ago and attained some popularity. 
Another opera composed by him, ‘“‘Adona 
Diana,’"’ had never been produced. 

Prof. Poppen was born in Russia, but 
came to St. Louis at the age of 19. At 
the beginning of the Civil War he mar- 
ried Miss Page Hunley. He joined the 
Southern Army and served throughout 
the war. His wife died 25 years ago, 
they having no children. For 25 years 
Prof. Poppen was organist at the syn- 
agogue of Rabbi Messing. He had taught 
music in St. Louis for many years. 

The funeral will take place Saturday 
afternoon from the Smithers-Wand un- 
dertaking rooms at 4300 Olive street. He 
will be buried in Bellefontaine Ceme- 
tery, beside his wife. 

Prof. Poppen ran away from his home 
in Russia to avoid a Hfe as a church- 
man. Several of his brothers had be- 
come bishops and other church digni- 
taries and his parents desired him to 
follow the same calling, but he rebelled.

STENOGRAPHER' WITNESS 


Address in Evidence Written on 
Machine Other Than Girl 
Used, Says Expert. 


The trial of John Blattner, charged 
with larceny and embezzlement, prob- 
ably will be concluded Thursday after- 
noon in the Circuit Court at Belleville. 

Blattner was cashier for the United 
States Express Co. at the Relay Depot, 
East St. Louis. Miss Della Brenicke 
testified that Dec. 6, last, she handed 
Plattner an envelope containing $952.61, 
addressed to John Wildhauber of Beau- 
fort, Mo., for shipment. Miss Brenicke 
is a stenographer employed by the Smith 
Bros. & Sparks Co., commissnon men 
at the National Stock Yards, and the 
money was payment for a shipment sold 
for Wildhauber. 

When the envelope was opened at 
Beaufort, it contained a number of 
pieces of paper about the size of bank 
These were clipped from a 
copy of the Post-Dispatch of Nov. 
28. Wildhauber wired the commis- 
sion men and an investigation was 
started at once. 

Typewriter Experts Testify. 

In the office where Miss Brenicke 
works the Underwood typewriter is 
used. She testified she addressed the 
envelope on this typewriter. The 
envelope received by Wildhauber was 
in evidence, and experts said it was 
addressed on an L. C. Smith = ma- 
chine, 

Ferdinand Debow of St. Louis testi- 
fied he could tell what make of type- 
writer was used, providing it was one 
of the standard varieties, by looking at 
a sample of its work. He was positive 
the envelope in question was not ad- 
dressed on an Underwood, but on an 
L. C. Smith machine. 

Frank Johnson, proprietor of a busi- 
ness college in Belleville, has seven dif- 
ferent makes of typewriters and these 
were used to write and address 10 times, 
each machine once and three of them 
twice. With this list, attorneys for the 
defense challenged the State’s typewrit- 
ing expert to tell on which machine the 
different addresses were written, but 
the test did not get to the jury because 
Judge Crow sustained an objection to 
its introduction. Johnson testified he 
could not tell what machine -had been 
used by looking at the work and he 
didn’t think Debow could. 

Frank Rombel, special agent for the 
express company, said he had a long 
talk with Blattner about the case when 
the loss was discovered and Blattner 
suggested that Miss Brenicke might 
have switched the envelopes. Rombel 
said he never thought it possible the 
girl could have taken the money. 

Many persons handled the package. 
Blattner, to prove that he sealed the 
envelope in the presence of Miss Bren- 
icke, recalled to her mind that he 
burned his finger with the sealing wax, 
an incident she remembered.

POLICE PLAN TO 


STOP ARRESTS 0 
PETTY OFFENDE 


Board Would Furnish Policemen 
With Summonses to Use for 
Ordinance Violations. 





PRESENT SYSTEM SEVERE 


New Rule Would Not Apply to 
Wife Beaters or in Serious 
Auto Accidents. 


The Board of Police Commissioners 
has under consideration a plan to abol- 
ish the custom of arresting citizens for 


offenses against the city ordinances. | 


The City Counselor has been consulted 


‘and it is his opinion that a special ordi- 


nance is all that is required to make 
the change. 

Under the plan proposed by the Police 
Board, patrolmen will carry blocks of 
police court summonses, and in lieu of 
arresting petty offenders, will present 
them with citations to appear before 
the police magistrate in which district 
the offense is committed. 

It is belleved by the board that the 
contemplated policy will meet with the 
approval of all but professional bonds- 
men who now reap a harvest at the ex- 
pense of those arrested for petty of- 
fenses. 

Locked Up Over Sunday. 


For instance, under the present sys- 
tem a man who places his garbage can 


‘on the wrong side of the fence, or neg- 


lects to shovel the snow from his side- 
walk, is taken to a police station to 
remain there until he furnishes a bond, 
or, if unable to do that, as is often the 
case, until police court convenes the 
following day. This rule is particularly 
severe when a man happens to be ar- 
rested on Saturday night. Then he 
must remain in a cel over Sunday: 

The present system also is hard on 
the policemen. Making arrests for pet- 
ty violations takes them from their 
beats, when, by merely serving sum- 
monses, they could dispose of the little 
things and continue on their rounds. 

President Woerheide bases the idea 
on the charter of New York City, a 
copy of which he has shown to the 
other commissioners. In New York the 
police make no arrests for violations 
of the ordinances except in cases where 
the peace of the city is disturbed. 


Hardship on Citizen. 


The new rule under consideration will 
not apply to wife beaters or to cases 
of automobile accidents where pedes- 
trians are injured. In some respects 
it will not change the duties of police- 
men materially. If a citizen now com- 
plains to a policeman that his neigh- 
bor has disturbed his peace, the po- 
liceman, not having witnessed the dis- 
turbance, tells the complainant to ap- 
cly for a police court summons. That 
entails extra work for the citizen. Un- 
der the new plan, the policeman will 
merely serve a summons on the man 
complained against and the two neigh- 
bors can fight out their trouble in po- 
lice court the next day. 

The board has not decided what steps 
it will take to have the law changed. 
The Commissioners are anxious to get 
the views of citizens on the subject.

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SPRING IN OCINCINNATI. 

There has been some debate as to whether 
spring is more delightful in one part of the coun- 
try than it is in another. We think it is. We 
think spring in Cincinnati far surpasses the same 
season anywhere else.

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THE PUBLIC SERVICE STRIKE PROBLEM. 
Submission of the locomotive engineers’ differ- 
ences with the railroads to mediation is a hope- 
ful omen of settlement and directs attention to the 
methods employed in other countries to prevent 
the vast loss resulting from railroad strikes and 
the possibility of shutting down other public 
utilities. 

In New Zealand all industrial disputes are han- 
died by councils of conciliation. Railroad em- 
ployes. who strike are Mable to fines of $50 each. 
In Western Australia inciting a strike is a crime. 
Arbitration is compulsory. In New South Wales 
strikes or lockouts may be punished by fines 
ranging up to $5000. In Victoria striking railway 
employes are liable to summary dismissal and 
forfeiture of old-age pensions. Canada prohibits 
strikes or lockouts until a commission shall have 
investigated and made public all the facts on both 
sides of the case. 

Holland and Italy prohibit public service em- 
ployes from striking. Germany does the same, 
and, like Austria, exercises close control over the 
organization of unions, preventing any strong 
union from existing on the state railroads. Rov- 
mania requires a public service employe to obtain 
permission from his superiors before he cah join 
a union. Even Spain and Portugal stipulate that 
notice of intention to strike shall precede public 
service strikes. 

Notwithstanding the multitude of measures in- 
tended to prevent labor troubles from interfer- 
ing with public service, there does not seem to be 
any means yet devised that ensures fair play in 
such differences to the worker, the eniployer and 
the public. To draw up a perfect measure for that, 
purpose is an almost superhuman task. Never- 
theless, its benefits would be so incalculably great 
that a maximum of time and energy on the part 
of Congress might well be devoted to framing it.

The Competing Steamship Lines.

Much has been written about the probable 
causes of the Titanic disaster. One of the causes 
however has not been clearly brought out. With- 
in the last twenty years there has been a lively 
rivalry between the Cunard Line and the White 
Star Line for the mail contract. The Cunard 


lantic than the White Star. The former described 
and still describes a distinct angle in its course: 
and the latter describes the hypothenuse of that 
course to the north of the Cunarders. This re- 
sulted in the necessitaing more powerful motive 
power in the Cunarders and a consequent greater 
consumption of coal. The White Star liners have 
much smaller and much cheaper engines, and use 
less coal, but have always succeeded in getting 
a portion of the mail contract on account of their 
shorter course. They were compelled however 
t> approach Fastnett, Cape Race, Nova Scotia and 
Long Island points dangerously near, and al- 
ways risked the fierce storms of the stormy 80- 
$48 (where the Arctic Stream meets the Gulf 
Stream). In the spring they always meet ice 
ficlds, and are always shrouded in fog while they 
approach the western shore. The northern course 
also keeps them out of the way of help, as ex- 
emplified in the case of the Titanic. Even with 
the shorter course they are compelled to speed, 
eo as to keep their mail contract. 

In the case of the last two vessels that com- 
pany built—the Olympic and the Titanic—the 
ships were too long, and their centers therefore 
too weak, so that the impact with the iceberg 
probably closed the bow upon the stern like a 
jack knife, Cc.

Commissioner Told of Perkins’ | 
Threat to Quit Co-Operation 
If Suit Were Filed.

WASHINGTON, April 25.—The confi- 
dential correspondence which passed be- 
taween President Roosevelt, Attorney- 
General Bonaparte and Commissioner 
Herbert Knéx Smith of the Bureau of 
Corporations in 1907, aboutk a Govern-

national Harvester Co. was sent to the 
Senate from the files of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. 

One letter from Col. Roosevelt to Bon- 
aparte, written at Oyster Bay Aug. 22, 
1907, shid that the Colonel had confer- 
ences with George W. Perkins about 
the company’s affairs, and directed 
Bonaparte not to file the suit then, but 
to go over the matter with Commission- 
er Smith and Perkins. 

A letter from Commissioner Smith to 
the Colonel, Sept. 21, told of confer- 
ences with Perkins, and stated Commis- 
sioner Smiith’s objections to a prosecu- 
tion at that time. 

The Commissioner wrote that he 
thought the question of the company’s 
gullt or innocence was merely a tech- 
nical question, and told of a confer- 
ence with Perkins Aug. 24. 

Perkins’ Threat to Fight. 

Commissioner Smith wrote that Per- 
kins concluded with great emphasis 
“that if, after all the endeavors of this 
company and the other Morgan inter- 
ests to uphold the policies of the ad- 
ministration, and to adopt their meth- 
ods of modern publicity, this company 
was now going to be attacked in a pure- 
ly technical case, the interests he rep- 
resented were ‘going.to fight.’ ’’ 

In another portion of the letter, Com- 
missioner Smith reported Yerkins as 
having said substantially that’ the 
“Standard Oil people in New York were 
giving him the laugh for having thought 
he was trying to be good and keep 
solid with the administration, and that 
he was now going to get the same dose 
as the others.”’ 

Letter to Bonaparte. 

The President’s letter to the Attorney- 
General follows: 

“Oyster Bay, Aug. 22, 1907. 

‘‘Dear Mr. Attorney-General :—Mr. 
George W. Perkins, of the Internationa] 
Harvester Co., has just called on me 
and submitted to me certain papers of 
which I enclose copies. According to 
these papers and Mr. Perkins’ state- 
ment, it would appear that the Har- 
vester company has repeatedly, on its 
own initiative, asked that its business 
be investigated by the Department: of & 
Commerce und Labor, through the Com- 
missioner of Corporations; that three 
years ago, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission decided that it had uac- 
cepted what amounted substantially to
